The traditional whip, calied a 
dynovachka, ip made of eight 
to twelve willow twigs bound 
together and decorated with 
brightly-coloured ribbons, but 
the whips on sale In shops and 
Klosks all over Prague these 
days are harmless “weapons” 
with paper “thongs.”

the cggs, which are slightly 
waxed, and paint them — with 
tiny brushes, 


At Easter, peasant women in 
picturesque national custumes, 
with frilly, white lace collars 
and cuffs, coloured headscarves 
and short skirts over layers of 
petticoats, come to the towns to 
sell the eggs, strung from bright 
ribbons, 

In the villages children go 
round the houses singing a carol 
and asking for eggs. Afterwards 
they play games with them, 
rolling them downhill, The 
owner of the egg which rolls the 
farthest without breaking is the 
winner and collects all other 
eres In the “race.”

Other Czechoslovak Easter 
customs ‘nre a blend of religious 
rites and ancient traditions to 
welcome the coming of Spring.
